5. Claims 4-6 and 8-14 are cancelled based on the election response without traverse dated 
October 16, 2006. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

1. It is the opinion of the examiner that the art of record (considered as a whole) neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious "removing said prestressing device; and inserting a piezoactor" 
in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations set forth in independent claims 2 and 17, 
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and neither anticipated nor renders obvious "wherein the prestressing device is inserted so far 
into said injection valve to force said compensation collar to a thickness at which a base plate of 
the prestressing device causes an opening of a servo valve of said injection valve" in 
combination with the rest of the claimed limitations set forth in independent claim 16. 
Searching by the examiner yielded prior art as follows: 

2. Bohn (US Patent # 2,675,022) discloses a method for producing a compensation collar 
for an injection valve comprising the steps of providing an injection valve without an insertable 
piezoactor, inserting a compensation collar (10a) having a thickness and deforming the 
compensation collar (10a) to a thickness by inserting a prestressing device (10) into the injection 
valve. 

3. The above cited prior art fails to disclose the removal of the prestressing device and the 
insertion of a piezoactor or inserting the prestressing device into the injection valve to force the 
compensation collar to a desired thickness that will cause the opening of the servo valve of the 
injection valve. Therefore, it is concluded that claims 2, 16 and 17 of the present invention are 
allowable subject matter over the prior art. Claims 2, 3, 7 and 15-18 are allowed.
